Edmonton's Population. 

Ottawa, April 14.—As nearly as can 
be ascertained by an examination of 
the Dominion census of 1901, the 
population of the present Dominion 
electoral district of Edmonton 
then 19,831; of this number 6,936 are 
put down ks Roman Catholics and 4,- 
144 are put down as “Greek church.” 
‘An examination of the latter show- 
mg places of prigin make it plain 
that these placed under the head of 
“Greek church” are not Catholics, but 
members of the Russo-Greek ortho- 
dox church, and that the Galician 
“Oatholics’ who are of the ‘reek 
rite are properly imoluded under the 
head “Roman Cathictic.’
